Chaudhry was far from 
happy with the house provided 
for him in Wilford Grove, 
Nottingham. 
The former journalist with the 
Muslim and Pakistan Observer, 
who spent £37,000 fleeing from 
Pakistan with his wife, Kulsoom, 
and five children, was expecting 
accommodation ofa much higher 
standard than he was offered. 
Mr Chaudhry told the Notting- 
hamshire Post that the four- 
bedroom terraced house was dirty 
and shabby and that the oven 
hadn’t been cleaned. 
21st Century Estate Agents, who 
provided the accommodation, 
were disappointed that their new 
tenant wasn’t pleased with his 
house. A spokesman explained: 
“The house used to be occupied 
by a Czech family with 11 
children. Everything that could 


have been cleaned with industrial | 


cleaner was washed. There was 
new bedding and a new settee. 
“We cleaned the whole house 
but the oven was overlooked. 
Mr Chaudhry should have 
come to us and we would have 
cleaned it or replaced it.” 


N FEBRUARY’S Freedom 

we reported the story of 
David Rowley and his wife 
from Stoke, who sold their car 
for £1,500 to an asylum seeker 
and were paid with a cheque 
from the DSS. 
Mr Rowley told his local paper: 
“I rang the DSS to see if we 
could have some money for a 
car - you can guess the answer. 
Will somebody out there please 
explain to me why we never have 
any money for nurses, fireman 
or schools, but we can conjure 
up all this money for free cars 
for asylum seekers?” 
Well David Rowley’s revela- 
tions pale into insignificance 
compared to those of Mike 
Gimson, the vice-chairman of the 
Birmingham Care Consortium. 
His care home in the city was 
visited by their regular GP. 
Her daughter had put a car on 
the market for £12,000. Three 
‘asylum seekers’ accepted the 
price and returned a few hours 
later to pick up the car - with 
a cheque for £12,000 made out 
to the vendor by Birmingham 
Social Services!

GLYN DARKIN:

S IT ANY wonder that the 

British people are so guilt- 
ridden over our ethnic identity? 
On an almost daily basis we are 
vilified for our ignorance over 
multi-cultural matters and our 
inherent racism. 
The laws of our land deny the British 
people from expressing a personal 
preference in ethnic matters, whether 
it be in the workplace, where we 
live and our children go to school, 
or even in our private life. 
Anti-racist organisations, aided and 
abetted by the media, have been able 
to stand logic on its head in matters 
of race and make the British people 
an all too easy scapegoat, ripe for 
exploitation. 
When Clinton Noel mugged Glyn 
Darkin in Grosvenor Avenue in 
Islington, North London, for his 


mobile phone, he stabbed him 25 


times - an assault which left, his 
victim in a coma for four days. 
At Kingston Crown Court Clinton 
Noel claimed he had been racially 
abused in a cynical attempt to 
claim mitigating circumstances and 
a reduced sentence. 

Mr Darkin told the Evening 
Standard of his ordeal and how he 
was branded a racist in court. 

“I found it very disturbing some of 
the things they tried to imply. It was 
a real eye-opener to see the criminal 
justice system at work.” 

Residents of the small Welsh town 
of Burry Port, near Llanelli, were 
guilt-ridden when racists burnt 
down Malkit Chand’s corner shop 
in December 2001. 


Mrs Chand claimed she was a 
victim of racism and police found 
slogans daubed at the back of the 
Hill Top Stores, and a swastika 
painted on a nearby wall. 

For 14 months Burry Port lived 
with its guilt,-until it was exposed 
at Cardiff Crown Court last month 
that Mrs Chand had painted the 
slogans herself before setting fire 
to the shop in an effort to defraud 
her insurance company. 
Firefighters attending the blaze 
found a petrol drum with a wick 
attached surrounded by children’s 
soft toys. Both the front and back 
doors of the property were still 
locked and intact, and no entrance 
had been available for anyone to 
gain entry. 

On 6th March Daily Telegraph 
readers were riddled with guilt 
after reading the report, ‘Driver

UST LAST month, bosses of 

the Transport and General 
Workers Union told members to 
campaign for Tory candidates in 
the May local council elections 
if they had the best chance of 
beating a BNP candidate.

In fact, they were so outraged that 
their Mardi Gras in Abbey Park was 
being opposed that they taped Miss 
Pfeiffer’s submission to a- council 
meeting.

sacked from her job. 

The 27 year-old journalist was 
suspended from work for five 
months before being re-instated 
after an investigation found that she 
had no case to answer, and that the 
original complaint was ‘malicious’. 
Denise, a committed Christian, 
was experiencing first hand the 
bullyboy tactics of Labour’s ‘gay’ 
militants in the city. Last year, 
BNP candidate Clive Potter faced 
a similar disciplinary censure from 
his employers after writing a letter 
to an NHS journal expressing the 
Christian viewpoint with regard to 
homosexuality.

N NOVEMBER 2001, John Reid, the then Northern 
Ireland Secretary, interrupted a major speech on 
the Province to ask voters in a ward in the East 
Lancashire town of Burnley not to vote for the British 
National Party in a local council by-election! 

The fact that Mr Reid was even aware of the contest taking 
place was a surprise, but the fact that he could use such 
an important occasion to appeal to just 4,000 out of our 
40 million plus electorate was, at that time, almost beyond 
comprehension. 

This was the first indication that the Government was wary 
of the BNP’s electoral challenge and what it could mean 
to the fortunes of the Labour Party. Since then, of course, 
we now have the Prime Minister regularly taking time off 
from running (and ruining?) the country to give exclusive 
interviews to local newspapers where the BNP are contesting 
seats.

EST COUNTRY cider 

makers are up in arms over 
proposals which could bring an 
end to the sale of cider at country 
fairs and farmers’ markets. 
The legislation, currently before 
Parliament, will effectively tie small 
producers up in so much “red-tape” 
and crippling expense that they will 
be unable to trade, thereby driving 
yet another New Labour nail into 
the coffin of our rural economy. 
Politically motivated busybodies 
want to switch responsibility for 
licensing from the courts to local 
authorities. They want a licensing 
system which is more complicated 
and more expensive than that 
currently in force. In other words 
they are planning to legislate small 


scale cider producers and traders 


out of existence through the 
introduction of new stealth taxes. 
Under the current system, many 
cider makers hold “dormant” 
on-licences which then allow them 
to apply for occasional licences to 
sell at shows, fairs and markets. 
Others hold off-licences and get 
pub landlords to apply for 
temporary licences to sell at 
markets - in summary, a single 
licence is required. 


NO CIDER: Country fairs will be 
hit badly by new licensing laws. 
Now consider the new proposals. 
The owner of the land, where the 
fair or market is being held, will 
need a licence at a basic cost of 
£100 a year! Cider producers and 
traders will have to have one as 
well! As will the market and fair 
organiser! That’s three licences, 
all cynically screwing money from 
small-time traders! 

But New Labour’s extortion doesn’t 
end there! 

In addition to the compulsory 
licence fee, our money-grabbing 
friends in Westminster insist that 
potential licence holders will have 
to undergo a compulsory training 
course and have to pass an 
examination on licensing law and 
“social responsibility”. 

The <cost of: the- “training”, 
administration and examination 
will, of course, not be cheap and 
will have to be met from the cider 
producers’ pockets. — 

None of this comes as any surprise 
to regular readers of Freedom
